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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the 101 rejection is 
improper. The examiner notes that the applicant is claiming an apparatus, not a method. Therefore, the 101 rejection drawn to "update" 
is withdrawn. 

The applicant further argues that the 1 12 rejection is improper because paragraph 24 of the specification clearly provides the meaning of 
"vehicle setting". The examiner disagrees because the applicant uses "setting" in the phrase "memory setting", "variable setting", etc to 
define the meaning of the claimed "vehicle setting". However, the phrases "memory setting", "variabe setting", etc are themselves not 
clear as disclosed in the specification in order to determine what protection applicant is seeking. Arguments with respect to "passive 
offboard" had been answered in the previous actions and will not be repeated here. 

Arguments drawn to the reference, Salmeen (2004/01 14381) belonging to the same assignee is not convincing. Applicant has not met his 
burden of showing that the prior art and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person, MPEP 702.02 (k) [R-5] (E). It is further noted that the record in the office 
indicates that the assignment data is not available. 

It is believed that the rejections are proper and thus stand. 
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
